On November 4, 1914, it publishea 
another article, from which the fol 
lowing is an extract: 

“To keep prosperity in Canada anc 
the spectre of hard times out, just 
Means that from now on the people 
of Canada will consider their own 
business of first importance, wil) 
spend their money for the goods 
made in Canadian factories. It’s the 
importance of maintaining Canadian 
pay-roll that puts us all on the same 
level.” 

Again on January 80. 

“The -eople are anxious to give 
preference in their purchases to 
goods that are the product of Can- 
adian industry, but they must be 
made more familiar with the nature 
and extent of these articles. An 
educational campaign backed up by 
frequent exhibits in every city and 
town in the country of “Made-in- 
Canada” goods will do much to in- 
crease the activity of th manufac: 
turing establishments of the Domin.- 
fon." 

Economic Epigrams 

On February 9 the Expositor con 
tained a nu.nber of economic epigrams, 
of which | will read two or three: 

“Now thet the real estate soap 
bubblers are out of businese in this 
country we are again estimating the 
value of land by the number of 
smokestacks. There's more money 
in the ‘Made-in-Canadk” habit than 
in the sub-division habit.” 

“Qod made the farm, but man 
makes the factory. The factories of 
Canuda, created by Canadians are 
entitled 1o the admiration of every 
farmer in Canada,” 

“Half the worlddoes not knowhow 
the other half lives, and half the 
people of Canada might just as well 
say they don’t care how the other 
half lives so long as they deliberate 
ly keep trem out of work by buying 
imported coocs.” 

These are clippings from the most 
prominent Liberal paper in that seo 
ton of the country. I am sure that 
after listening to these extracts, every 
member in this House wi!l agree that 
the ‘Made-in-Canada” policy has taken 
a strong hold on the people of Canada,
